Coal Prospects Bright 
Pass Leads in ail Respects 


(Summarized from Lethbridge 
Herald) 

Despite growing marketing prob¬ 
lems, Southern Alberta’s important 
coal mining industry saw its 1952 
production decline by only about 
265,000 tons from the previous year, 
and, generally speaking, the position 
of the industry remains at a rela¬ 
tively high level. 

The three major coal fields of this 
area — Lethbridge, Taber and the 
Clow’s Nest Pass, during the past 
year produced 2,586,000 tons of coal 
having a minehead value conserva¬ 
tively estimated at $14,700,000. This 
tonnage amounted to more than 36 
per cent of the coal production for 
all Alberta in 1952. 

During the past year the mines in 
the south's three major coal fields 
employed an average of 2,674 men 
and their total earnings amounted 
to $7,750,000. 

Notwithstanding the production 
declines imposed upon Alberta’s coal 
mining industry by the crude oil 
and natural gas developments, the 
coal mining industry is still of major 
importance in Southern Alberta and 
there are suggestions that it may 
become increasingly more valuable 
within a matter'of years. 

Even its lower production of 1952 
can be regarded as higher than 
average for the past decade from a 
tonnage standpoint and substantial¬ 
ly higher In monetary terms. . 

Southern Alberta’s coal mining 
has been harassed by a shortage of 
skilled miners for more than a 
dozen years, and even at this time 
could readily absorb a few hundred 
more workers If they were available. 
Responsible for the shrinking of 
working force in coal mining is the 
fact that fewer men have been 
going into the industry than have 
been leaving it. even though mil- 

the southern coal fields to mechan¬ 
ize operations and take much of the 
back-breaking labor out of coal min¬ 
ing work. 

Many experienced miners have 
been leaving the industry to retire, 
particularly since a pension scheme 
has been put into operation by the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
but the industry has not been ob¬ 
taining enough young men to take 
their places. Pay rates have in¬ 
creased, miners in the Crow’s Nest 
mines having a slightly higher rate. 


Many men working on the contract 
basil have been averaging between 
$20 and $30 for every day of work 
and the overall average for the in¬ 
dustry is estimated at $15 per day 
per man. 

During the past year the market¬ 
ing problems of the coal mining 
Industry received an additional re¬ 
verse blow—the salubrious weather 
thrfljqgh to the end of the year 
greedy reduced needs for winter 
fuel and the two grain harvests In 
one year (one in the spring to clean 
up the 1951 harvest) kept the farm¬ 
ers and their elevator agents (han¬ 
dling coal) too busy to concern 
themselves seriously over coal sup¬ 
plies. However, a note with bright 
possibilities for the steam coal of 
the Pass came with the announce¬ 
ment of possible large scale steam 
electric plants for the area.

Despite controversial issues re¬ 
ceiving more heated discussion 
due to their seasonal importance, 
Coleman town fathers heard a 
week ago Tuesday of a greater 
problem that will face the board 
In the near future, the need for 
further space by the two local 
cemeteries. 

Councillor Toppano brought 
before the assembly a report that 
the Catholic cemetery was in 
need of expansion and faced the 
barrier of rocky ground. Council 
had looked over the other ceme¬ 
tery earlier this year and felt 
that some action was necessary. 
Information released by Mr. 
Toppano showed the problem to 
be greater than expected. Some 
consideration will be given to 
locating new cemeteries north 
of the present sites. 

Seasonal employment, snow 
removal and condition of town 
streets and roads consumed, 
many words and considerable 
time, requests being made that 
the town enforce the snow re¬ 
moval bylaw and rehire men lay- 
ed off to clean areas under the 
town’s jurisdiction. This discus¬ 
sion led to statements that the 
town was going back in matter 
of roads and sidewalks with a 
counter claim showing a budget 
of $38,000 set for public works, 
a budget exceeded by some $5,000 

Hospital contracts came under 
discussion, councillor reporting 
that the ratepayer is assessed at 


Tenders for the two room 
addition to the West Coleman 
school will be called for as the 
result of Monday night School 
Board meeting. Members re¬ 
checked the plans and review¬ 
ed prospects for the future, 
deciding to call for tenders at 
this time. Well aware of red 
tape and time lags in matters 
such as this, the board felt 
tenders must be called in or¬ 
der to asure classrooms for 
next fall. Estimated cost of 
the addition will be $33,000. 

Principal Allen reported the 
school operating fine with a 
total enrolment of 644 and an 
average attendance of 95.9% 
Following his monthly report, 
he outlined the tentative pic¬ 
ture that will face the school 
board next year. Birth statis¬ 
tics show a probable enrol¬ 
ment of 80 in grade one next 
year and 80 to 85 in the same 
grade the following year. As 
it appears, this time next year 
will see 3 each of grades 1 and 
2; 2 grades 3,4, 5 and 6. The 
remaining grades are expec¬ 
ted to remain much the same 
as this year. There will be over 
700 enroled next year and two 
additional rooms, demanding 
a staff of 25 teachers. There 
will be no bus transfer for 
grades 1 and 2, some of those 
in grades 3, 4, 5 and 6, being 
transferred. All the move¬ 
ment will be from Central to 
Cameron school. 

Teacher salary schedules de¬ 
manded considerable time 
with the Board carefully 
studying the schedule presen¬ 
ted by the teachers. This plan, 
approved by the Western Con¬ 
ference of Teachers Associa¬ 
tion showed the board the 
emphasis on increasing on the 
basis of training not on ex¬ 
perience. Board members felt 
that actual teaching experi¬ 
ence should effect salaries. 
The new plan calls for increas¬ 
ed salaries on both training 
the teacher has received and 
on actual experience. Careful

The production of the Alberta 
section of the Crow’s Nest Pass, 
western Canada’s largest and most 
productive coal field, rose from 
2,053,659 tons in 1950 to 2,391,251 
tons in 1951 and then declined to 
2,187,515 tons in 1952. 

Studied provincially, Alberta’s coal 
mining industry has not suffered in 
anything resembling a crippling 
fashion during the years of the 
sweeping crude oil and natural gas 
development booms and the growing 
use of substitute fuels.

WINNIPEG.—Four thousand chin¬ 
chillas are now being raised in the 
prairie provinces, the annual report 
of the National Chinchilla Breeders 
of Canada showed. 

The report said the prairie climate 
has been found ideal for the little 
animals which originated on the 
wind-stvept plateaus of the Andes 
Mountains of South America. 

Although a few experimental pelts 
are being taken from the prairie ani¬ 
mals this year, the report said, a 
tremendous increase in population 
will be necessary before extensive 
pelting is under way. 

Chinchilla ranching in the west is 
only several years old. 

In annual election results, also an¬ 
nounced by the national organization, 
C. E. Addison, of Rivercrest, Man., 
was elected prairie director. Mr. Ad¬ 
dison’s ranch is five miles north of 
Winnipeg. He is founder of the 
Manitoba branch of the organization 
and served as its first president.

THE COUSIN’S STORY 

A History Of The Crows Nest Pass Area 


Dawson was not impressed by the 
western side of the Pass which he 
called “extremely desolate, the for¬ 
ests having been almost completely 
destroyed by repeated fires which 
had swept the region since the 
Crow’s Nest Pass became a travelled 
route.” This had happened in a 
space of less than 10 years. 

The valley of COal Creek he de¬ 
scribed as monotonous and plateau¬ 
like in outline. He believed that 
the coal-bearing horizon here was 
the same as that east of the volcanic 
ranges. He named the Lizard 
Mountains from the creek which 
came down from them. 

Dawson was not the only notable 
visitor to the Pass in 1883. Mr. 
George Hope Johnson, later of Cal¬ 
gary, tells of making the trip with 
the Hon. F. W. Aylmer. Johnson 
wrote: “Where there are now thou¬ 
sands of men from Michel down the 
Elk River, up the Kootenay and 
down the Columbia to Golden, there 
were in the winter of 1883-84 about 
25 white men and three white wom¬ 
en, mostly farther down, around 
Wild Horse Creek." 

In 1886 John R. Craig, of the 
Oxley Ranch, made an excursion 
into the Crow’s Nest Pass accom¬ 
panied by his wife, sons and daugh¬ 


ters. These are the first white' 
women of whom there is any rec¬ 
ord, entering the Pace. Craig wrote 
a description of the country, hoping 
that some day it might have some 
historical value. Craig considered 
that civilization ended at the ranch 
of John Lees, but up at the Sulphur 
Springs he found a pioneer in a log 
cabin, who proposed to build a sana¬ 
torium there. 

The visiting rancher called Bluff 
Mountain “The Lion" and described 
The Gap as a narrow gorge. He 
noted that the road was incredibly 
bad and needed six fordings of the 
Old Man River from the springs to 
the lake. Vehicles could go no fur¬ 
ther than Crow’s Nest Lake, the bal¬ 
ance being a rough trail. Even 
though this trail was precipitous it 
was comparatively a very good trail 
to what it was before being im¬ 
proved through government aid. The 
area was densely forested and a 
game paradise, while fish were 
abundant. 

They encountered a party of 
Stoneys who apparently hunted reg¬ 
ularly in the district, but were ap¬ 
palled by the destruction by the 
Indians of more game than they 
could possibly use. 


Pass Leads Production 

Athough coal production through¬ 
out the province declined in Nov¬ 
ember, showing a decrease of 169,- 
787 tons from the same period in 
1951, the Crow’s Nest coal field on 
the Alberta side of the boundary 
continued to be the leading pro¬ 
ducer in the province. 

Of a total of 381,757 tons of bitu¬ 
minous coal produced in the pro¬ 
vince, the Crow’s Nest fields pro¬ 
duced 477,480 tons. 

Drumheller mines produced a 
total of 132,754 tons of sub-bitu¬ 
minous coal to lead that field. Total 
sub-bituminous production was 
.^367,677 tons. 

Total provincial output last 
month was 749,434 tons, compared 
with 919,221 tons for November, 
1951.

doing. Sure enough, a few years 
later when I was at Rock Creek 
ranching, she came down and top- 
led a lot of the town. The air that 
morning was filled with a dusty 
haze and you could smell an oily 
smell in the air and later that 
afternoon I was told that the Prank 
Mountain had come down as Staf¬ 
ford had predicted.” 

After ranching in the Rock Creek 
district until 1918, Henry Lee came 
to live at Blairmore where he be¬ 
came employed at the Blairmore 
West Canadian Collieries. There 
he remained until 1947 when he re- • 
tired on his old age pension. 

Today, Henry Lee is as sturdy a 
man for his age as can be found 
anywhere. He still has all his teeth 
except two and this he credits to 
his almost constant use of chewing 
tobacco. His good health, he says, 
comes from regular exercise and 
plenty of outdoor life. 

Mrs. Lee was born in Pincher 
Creek on April 1, 1880, and during 
her childhood attended a country 
school near Lethbridge where her 
father, Mart Holloway, another 
famous pioneer of the Crow’s Nest 
Pass, worked. 

Looking backward, Mrs. Lee re¬ 
calls the time when her brother, 
Charles Holloway, an Indian scout 
for the North West Mounted Police, 
helped in the capture of the Blood 
Indian, Charcoal, who murdered 
Sergeant Wilde in October, 1896. 

Mrs. Lee’s father, Mart Hollo¬ 
way, and his brother, Horace, also 
participated in the search for the 
famous Lost Lemon gold mine in 
the foothills, after Lemon and his 
partner, Blackjack, returned to tell 
the tale of a fabulous gold strike 
which has been a mystery to this 
day and which has lurqd prospec¬ 
tors for years. 

When asked how they felt on re¬ 
ceiving a congratulatory cable from 
Her Majesty the Lees both re¬ 
sponded: “It’s the nicest thing 
that has ever happened to us in all 
our life and as we look back over 
our many experiences none will

LOOKING BACKWARD 

In an interview, Mr. Lee gave an 
interesting sketch of his life. He 
saw the Pass grow from a dead-fall 
covered wilderness to what it is 
today. Commencing from the time 
he was in his boyhood he reported 
having attended school at Pincher 
Creek when he said “Old Man Cox 
taught me there but I spent most of 
my time riding the range, work¬ 
ing with my dad, the late William 
Lee, who played an important role 
in the pioneer days of the Pincher 
Creek district.” Mr. Lee reports 
of his discovery of the Sulphur 
Springs during his youth while 
out on a fishing trip with a friend 
by tile name of Berrett. 'Riis hap¬ 
pened about 1893, he said, when 
they were fishing just west of Tur¬ 
tle Mountain. “I came upon this 
pond and it was running like milk, 
white in color,” he said. On their 
return to Pincher Creek, Henry re¬ 
ported his find to his father and 
another trip was* made to the area 
that fall. Some years after claim¬ 
ing the springs, Mr. Lee sold the 
rights to one Gibeau who opened 
a boarding house there. Later the 
old Sanatorium Hotel was built 
near this site. 

Mr. Lee recalled an episode 
which drew a smile from the pio¬ 
neer as he told of his father oper¬ 
ating the first trading post for the 
Hudson’s Bay Company at the head . 
of Pincher Creek where William 
Lee traded in furs and buffalo 
robes for the company with the 
Indians. It was just about this 
time that William Lee found that 
the land on which he had built had 
been surveyed and belonged to the 
Hudson’s Bay. Since Mr. Lee de¬ 
cided against paying taxes on this 
the company had decided to put 
Lee off the land and annex his log 
buildings. The old trader outwitted 
the company by moving out on his 
own power and being so well known 
a group of neighbors came to his 
assistance and helped to remove 
the buildings as well as his person¬ 
al belongings. After this episode he 
moved to the Rock breek area near 
Lundbreck where he continued 
farming and cattle raising opera¬ 
tions. 

Henry then told of his riding- 
days in the foothills. He plainly re¬ 
called the old time roundups. He 
said the spring round-up commenc¬ 
ed around May 15 anud stockmen 
and riders from all parts of the 
country grouped together and form¬ 
ed one party. The setup was a 
sight to see, resembling a small 
village of tents of all descriptions. 
After breaking a bronk, a rider set 
out and brought in bunches of cattle 
which were separated by their dif¬ 
ferent brands. Branding also played 
a part in the day’s work and Henry 
states it was not uncommon for 
as many as two thousand animals 
to be branded in one day. Shortly 
before the “bull camp” was moved 
from the Pass to the North Fork 
district in the Gap, Henry Lee 
plainly recalls the enclosure for 
bulls constructed from the slopes 
of Turtle Mountain across the 
Crow’s Nest River to Goat Moun¬ 
tain. 

LEE LAKE 

When asked how Lee Lake got 
its name, Mr. Lee stated that while 
on a trip to the Pass area before 
any homes were built here, his 
father noted the beauty of the lake 
area and settled here for some 
time, after which the lake became 
known as Lee Lake. Another 
stream in the Waterton Lakes area, 
Lee’s Creek—on which Cardston 
was built, was named for William 
Lee, who did much hunting and 
trapping in the area. Lee’s School, 
about four miles north of Lund¬ 
breck, was also- called Lee school, 
due to the fact that William Lee 
cut and hauled the logs for the 
construction of the old building. 

Continuing, the oldtimer related 
some facts on buffalo hunting done 
in this area in the early days, 
claiming that buffalo once swarm¬ 
ed in the Pass. At that time many 
Indians, as well as white hunters, 
frequented the plains east of Leth¬ 
bridge, which he said still did not 
have a main street. 

After the railway came in, said 
Mr. Lee, things began to change 
around here and industries sprang 
up and the one time wilderness be¬ 
gan to flourish into what is now 
the Crow’s Nest Pass. 

FRANK SLIDE 

When asked about the Frank 
Slide, he said: “Well, you know 
there was a fellow riding with me 
one time by the name of Stafford 
who said, ‘Henry, one day you will 
see that mountain come down for

The time at 
which it will end has not yet been definitely set, but there seems to be 
little doubt but that it will be abolished during 1953, and there is general 
agreement that the present Minister of Food, Mr. Gwilym Lloyd George 
will be the last to hold that office. It was created thirteen year^ ago to 
meet the emergency of war, and during these years almost” eV'ery major 
item of food has been rationed. At one time bread, meat, tea, coffee, eggs, 
and many other foods were available only in limited supply, but gradually 
the list of rationed foods has been shortened and it is hoped that it will 
soon be possible to remove all restrictions. 


As the food situation has improved, the work of the 
Many Local Food Ministry has decreased. Many local offices

Unices Uiose from more than 44000 t0 24,000. Numerous adjust¬ 
ments in food distribution, payments of subsidies and other matters which 
have been handled by the Food Ministry will have to be made before the 
work is completely finished, but the British people are greatly encouraged 
at the prospect of no longer having to present ration books, fill in forms, 
and stand in queues for shopping, which has been their lot since rationing 
was introduced in January, 1940.
